Hemingway, Ernest Scribner 
THE OLD MAN AND THE SEA $3.00 — 


* A long short story and worth the money in quality of the old Hemingway of 
Men Without Women days - though in quantity it can't bulk to more than a scant 150 
pages. A unique fishing story - as old man Santiago determines to try his luck in 
the Gulf waters off Cuba for the eighty fifth day. Surely his luck will change, he 
assures his faithful young friend whose parents wouldn't let him fish any more in such 
an ill-fated boat. So the boy goes along in imagination with the old man, pretending 
that there is enough food in the shanty- and supplementing the lacks from his own table; 
pretending that bait could be found- and bringing him sardines; planning for getting 
some warmer clothes for him and lugging water from the village pump; talking gaily of 
the great “DiMag" and of the game the Yankees are sure to win. And then the old man 
goes out - beyond the other fishing boats - and drops his lines in the way he has al- 
ways done, and baits the hooks so that his hoped for great fish could smell and taste. 
The miracle happens - and the fish, a giant marlin, is bigger than any fish dreamed of. 
And the old man is alone....The story of that battle, that carried him out to sea and 
lasted through two days and two nights, is one of the miniature modern classics of such 
writing. And the story of the sailing back to port, as little by little the scavengers 
of the sea stripped what was to have been his livelihood for months to come, down to 
the skeleton, is grim and heartbreaking. A miracle tale, told with such passionate 
belief that the reader, too, believes. There's adventure here and Hemingway's old 
gift for merging drama and tenderness gives it a rare charm. Dual B.O.M. selection.

Steinbeck, John Viking 
EAST OF EDEN $4.50 


* Tremendous in scope- tremendous in depth of penetration- and as different a 
Steinbeck as the Steinbeck of Burning Bright was from the Steinbeck of Grupes of Wrath 
Here is no saga of the underprivileged - no drama of social significance. Tenderness, 
which some felt was inherent in everything Steinbeck wrote, is muted almost to the 
vanishing point in this story of conflict within character, impact of character on 
character, of circumstances on personalities, of the difficult acceptance of individual 
choice as against the dominance of inherited traits. The philosophy is intimately in- 
terwoven with the pace of story, as he follows-from New England to California over some 
fifty odd years-the two families which hold stage center. There are the Trasks, bro- 
thers in two generations, strangely linked, strangely at war the one with the other; 
there are the Hamiltons (John Steinbeck's own forebears), a unique Irish born couple, 
the man an odd lovable sort of genius who never capitalizes on his ideas for himself, 
the tiny wife, tart, cold- and revealing now and again unexpected gentleness of spirit, 
the burgeoning family, as varied a tribe as could be found. And- on the periphery but 
integral to the deepening philosophy which motivates the story, there is the wise 
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chinese servant scholar and gentleman, who submerges his own goals to identify himself 
wholly with the needs of the desolate Adam Trask, crushed by his soulless wife's deser- 
tion, and the twin boys, Cal, violent, moody, basically strong enough to be himself - 
ind Aron, gentle, unwilling to face disagreeable facts, beloved by all who met him. In 
counterpoint, the story follows too the murky career of Adam's wife, Cathy- who came to 
him from a mysteriously clouded past, and returned to a role for which she was suited,- 
18 &@ costly whore, and later as Madame in Salinas most corrupt “house", where the perver- 
sions of sex-ridden males were catered to- and cruelty capitalized upon. Shock tech- 
niques- applied with rapier and not bludgeon- will rule the book out for the tender- 
skinned. But John Steinbeck, the philosopher, dominates his material and brings it into 
sharply moral focus.

Sterling, Thomas Simon & Schuster 
STRANGERS AND AFRAID $3.00 


An ambivalent and rather shapeless story of personal misdirection and dis- 
yrrientation, roughed in through the alternating narratives of Lyle Bishop, who had escaped 
the zealous, sectarian fanaticism of his youth to become the head of the League for the 
Right To Freedom (an American Civil Liberties type of organization), and Maccabee David, 

1 colored runaway up from the South, who appeals to Bishop for help. But while David's 
fear is the fear of a Negro in a white world, accused of a crime he did not commit and 
cannot defend, Bishop's fear is more formless, as with disabused eyes he views the world 
in which he crusades with diminishing convictions; the washed out marriage (for money) to 
Mamie, an untidy, uncertain woman; and the finite self-revelation of his own weakness, the 
weakness of a man who had devoted himself to causes- out of fear of himself.... A lonely, 
awkward, and rather impotent itinerary of bewilderment which never achieves the ferment of 
a blooded emotion. Limited.

Linklater, Eric Harcourt, Brace 
LAXDALE HALL $3.50 


A gentle simmer of a Scotch broth is a far cry from the sinister Mr. Byculla 
and has for its theme (among others) the clash of an established way of life in the 
Western Highlands with the impact of present programs for living, about to be forcibly 
imposed. General Matheson's daughter, Catriona, is putting on a “heathen™ play, and 
Euripides' work drives the minister from the cast; Swanson, a novelist in hiding, ruffles 
the minister because of a ludicrous mishap during the war; there is a band of commercial 
poachers who have bought out Matheson's gamekeeper; and Pettigrew, M.P., and his group 
that have been delegated to inquire into the necessity of a new road for Laxdale, together 
vith his amorous wife add to the confusion. Pettigrew, who brands Laxdale as an “insan- 
itary anachronism", is all for its abandonment but is well chivvied by the old woman and 
completely broken when connivance with the poachers threatens his reputation and Laxdale 


routs threats to its contented security. There's Swanson's solution to his need for anony- 


mity, the gamekeeper's chance to get away from his thieving masters, the crazy chase after 
the gang, the climax of the play's production - all a-bubble with good conversation and 
bright commentary.

Buckmaster, Henrietta Random House 
BREAD FROM HEAVEN $3.00 


An often anguished- and consistently compassionate story of human survival 
which is also tne survival of faith, as two boys, who are the victims of a concentration 
camp in Euror:, come to a small town in New England where they bring with them not only 
the chill of memory and constant of fear but also the hope of assimilation. But the 
town, which is a microcosm of the world, insulated along tight lines of convention and 
caste, feels = certain uneasiness as well as conscience in the face of an obligation 
which is not theirs. And Karel, who is 19, and Micky, his “brother”, who is 8- and 
armless, and whom he'd rescued from under the body of a dead mother, confront the dis- 
trust of the alien which is pressured by prejudice, and fear, into overt hostility, 
onl; to find- through the warm championship of a few friends- the strength to stay on 
and erase the perpetual pattern of homelessness... A direct and affecting situation, 
which develops from the immediate to a wider implication and involvement of the liberal 
spirit and the loving heart.

Innes, Hammond Knopf 
CAMPBELL'S KINGDOM $3.50 


* The long shot of man against man- and some spectacular natural barriers, as 
Campbell's Kingdom, 7000 miles high in the Canadian Rockies, imposes its landscape of 
austerity and inaccessibility, its legend of failure, its promise of oil. For Campbell, 
who had been branded as a swindler and who had died trying to prove that there was oil 
in his mountains, leaves his kingdom to a grandson- Bruce Wetheral- who has only two 
months to live. Determined to redeem the faith and the name of the old man, Bruce re- 
fuses the offer to sell the kingdom, refuses the facts (falsified) of a seismological 
survey, makes the ascent to the top where with two other men- they decide to drill. 

The legal and physical opposition they override, the little money which peters out as 
interest lags, the victory- when they strike oil- which is obliterated by flood waters, 
all this provides its high charge of hazard and desperate enterprise. From the °./ / 
as Nothing To Love, and guaranteed entertainment. 


Brace, Gerald Warner Norton 
THE SPIRE $3.50 


The author of The Garretson Chronicle with a somewhat cynical novel of a 
small college town, where the feuds of the faculty, the fodder of gossip, the ingrown 
fears of divergence from the norm turn reasonably decent people into twisted creatures. 
David Gidney, the new college president, was a right guy at the start of the story; by 
the end of the college year he was on the path to conformity, had found it easier to 
play the game as the old guard wished it played, even if it meant sacrificing principle 
and friendship. The wisest people were the ones nearest madness,- Miss Jamison, who 
took lodgers and drank a bit and could say the oddest things, with a kernel of truth 
deep buried; even poor old Professor Houghton, framed and sacrificed to spite, had a 
kind of wisdom. Henry Gaunt tried to buck the system; he even managed to get into the 
good graces, socially speaking, of both sides of the feud - but then he fell in love 
with the wrong girl, and learned that he too was "finished". Lizzie Houghton was 
prickly and bitter and resentful- but he took her out of it-in time... Most of the 
time interesting- though not wholly convincing - reading. 


Bourne, Peter Putnam 
GATEWAY TO FORTUNE : $3.50 , 


This stands on its own, but is actually a next generation sequel to The 
Golden Road (published July, 195l-reviewed P. 367 last year) - and is again a story 
of Panama, at the time when the French Venture in building a canal had failed and Con- 
gress was bedevilled with claims on one side for a Nicaraguan route, on the other for 
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a Panamanian route, and within these advocates a split over the type of canal- sea level 3 q 
vs lock type. Stewart of the earlier book was grandfather of Adam of this book,-Wes Adam 


sent down to do a preliminary survey and report on his findings. Wes and his co-worker, 
Ericson, find themselves caught by the pull of the tropics- and eventually both are back 
there, Ericson, who has gone native- and worse- and Wes, connected with project in its 
final decision,-Panama and a lock type canal.

The story at times seems 
contrived and melodramtic; of the earth earthy; unpalatable for some. But the background 
is valuable - supplementing, for instance, the material in Chidsey's Panama Passage 
(Doubleday 1946), for an unhackneyed bit of engineering history.

Scribner 
RICKEY $2.75 


From the headlines, a probe of the murder of a three year old child by her teen- 
ie sitter, which does not substantially reduce the sensationalism inherent in this sit- 
uation but adds to it a certain enlightenment which is social as well as psychological. 
For Rickey, who is brought behind bars with no memory of the act he has committed, is a 
likable youngster and the victim of parental maladjustment and misunderstanding. And it 
is Dyer, @ psychiatrist, and Bruce, a reporter, who attempt to crack the wall of feeling 2 { 
as well as memory which obscures the crime and its cause and who eventually secure the , 
boy's release- both physical and emotional.... The full shock treatment- and more than a 
little oversimplification- this makes a certain point but will leave no lasting trauma.

Calitri, Charles 


Here is a linsey-woolsey story of river life which centers around Kip who, es- 
caping from the orphanage, is sheltered by Buck Sanjamon and his wife, Martha. Along the 
Mississippi they pick up odd jobs of towing, working cattle racks and fishing while Kip 
gets a smattering of school and is devilled and teased by the Sanjamons' daughter, Storm. 
After hardy rescue work for the Red Cross in a flood, Martha turns Kip away when she be- 
comes suspicious of what is between him and Storm. Kip follows a restless way to New 
Orleans where he finds respectability is not for him, back to the river where a little 
gas boat frees him to look for Storm. And when he runs off with her, he matches her 
wildness with love and returns her to her parents, a married woman ready to stick with 
him when he decides for fishing as a business rather than join Buck in towing. The 
shantyboats and their polyglot owners, the high and low ebb of their fortunes, the flare 
af hatreds and loyalties form a lively background for a boy's coming of age.

Mittelholzer, Edgar John Day 
CHILDREN OF KAYWANA _, $4.00 


Far from the curious, satiric invention of Shadows Move Among Them, this draws * 


against historical fact, takes its pitch from the fevered unrest of British Guiana in the 
early 17th century, and traces the cycle of the children of Kaywana in a six-generation 
chronology. Savage, sensuous, direct, the native girl Kaywana left an heredity of mixed 
blood which was also “fire blood, fighter blood" to the children she bore von Groenwegel, 
the Commandeur of the colony. And her embattled spirit has its fullest bloom in Hend- 
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rickje, who flays the weakling artist she marries to the point of self-destruction, and 
exerts a dreadful tyranny over her two sons;-Cornelis, who escapes through homosexuality; 
Adrian who levels a defiance which has its revenge through his marriage to a native girl, 
Rosaria, and fathering of a swarm of halfbreed children. But Adrian is nonetheless her 
victim, as well as Rosaria, who is killed by her own child at Hendrickje's instigation, 
and Hendrickje carries on alone to make a last unreasonable stand in the face of native 
rebellion.... The whiplash of pride and power, the driven fury of a hellcat's brood 

matches the ferment of these times in a savage symphony which is not without its raw 


vitality.

Allingham, Margery Doubleday 
THE TIGER IN THE SMOKE ~ $2.75 


There's good hefty police work here and dramatic interplay of violent char- 
acters for the long series of coincidences that threaten Meg Elginbrodde's second 
wedding and for the deceptively vacant and gentle Albert Campion to follow the prick- 
ling of his thumbs in fog-drenched London.

THE TIGHTROPE “$3206 50 


A first person perspective on satyriasis, which transcribes in a huckstered 
vernacular the pursuit of passion- to which the “tightrope” of discovery lends its 
aphrodisia. For Russell Conrad, whose extensive self-examination knows guilt as well 
as self-indulgence, recognizes also the weakness of his rutting pride which- when 
pricked- returns him to Madeline, his wife, and the comfort and security she offers. 
But over and above Madeline, and her love for him which he jeopardizes, there's 
Suzanne, whose high school vocabulary had begun to bore him until she is the first to 
cool and kiss him off; Clare, who is all the more desirable as the wife of his super- 
ior- in a publicity outfit, but willing and wanton, until be hits a hotspot- between 
the two of them; and then the decision to start all over again- with a new job, and 
a new monogamy-with Madeline, until another girl reactivates the old routine.... A 
self-portrait which is glib, glandular, and to a certain extent as compulsive as the 
drive it details- in all its lovely torment and posthumous distaste.

A CRY OF CHILDREN $3.00 


The third novel from the author of the memorable war panorama- The Gallery. 
Granted the gift for biting satire, crude drama, evident again in this new book - but 
is this enough? The Gallery wag lifted out of sordid realism by a rare blend of humor, 
compassion, sensitivity; all these qualities are lacking in this shockingly intimate 
close-up of an affair between a sensitive, emotionally immature musician, and a cheap, 
ruthless utterly amoral girl. The story shifts viewpoint from David, the youth, rest- 
less after the war, to Isobel, whose brother had designs of his own on David's unstable 
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sexuality, and hated himself for bringing the two together, and finally to David's mother, 
Back Bay Boston matron, intensely possessive and suspicious. The author as deus ex machina q 


ves his puppets through their paces of passion and disillusionment and distaste, but 
-omehow they remain puppets. One accepts their emotional entanglements and the ironies 

f their mutual incompatibility and frustrations - but one neither cares nor wholly be- 
ieves. Perhaps he descends to such frenzies of phoney Bohemianism, depravity, abnormal- 
that excess palls. For this reader the book was not only intensely distasteful but

Shute, Nevil Morrow 
THE FAR COUNTRY $3.50 / 


Pleasant reading and a new setting for a less important story than Shute has 

me of late. The background is chiefly Australia, not far from Melbourne, though the 
plot picks up characters in London, playing back and forth between the two. Evidently 

ne lure of the Australian foothills, the great reaches of country that supplied pas- 
rage for the sheep stations- forests for the lumber camps, have captured his ima- 
ination in the two years he has lived out there. He tells his story on the level of the 
irst and second generation Australians, with some of the "new" Australians, D.P.'s work- 
ng out their passage and their time in today's version of indenture. How Jennifer Mor- 
n, product of the new post-war London social mores, achieved the opportunity to try her 
ings in Australia provides the rather tenuous thread of plot, as she comes out to “visit" 
nknown relatives, plans to find a job and stay on- and meets a refugee Czech, working in 
lumber camp not far away, and using his skill as a doctor and surgeon despite the re- 
trictions on his practising.

Brown, Eugene Doubleday 
TRESPASS $2.25 


Here is a book that will stir up a hornet's next of comment, chiefly unfavor- 

le, from both Negro and white groups. It handles, with more economy than taste, the 
story of an overprotected boy of 19, Mitchell Beal, who seeks in Apres Compton, an un- 
educated young Negro, the sense of identity he had once found in a relationship with an 
older Negro chef at a summer camp. At Apres' apartment, he meets up with Ann, also 
Negro, who is living loose and free before her tuberculosis kills her off. They have an 
affair which becomes more serious than either imagined it would. Ann involves Mitch's 
family to test him, but when she becomes pregnant, his ambivalence forces her to have an 
jabortion, and tired of fighting a hostile environment at a losing game- she breaks with 


him. But she begs him to realize that they are not separating because of the difference 


n their color, but because of the difference in their ages, their backgrounds, and 

their life experience. However, this seems to be a point that Mitch is not mature enough 
to grasp- and it is a point that the average reader will soon lose sight of in the shock- 
ing display of Harlem debauchery which precedes his return to “his kind",...All of which 
will not keep the goons of the circulating libraries from battening on the highpowered 
sex and lowdown vices of what may be a dangerous as well as unfortunate book. Warning

Fernald, Helen Clark Longmans, Green 
PLOW THE DEW UNDER $3.00 


The inception of this story is a true incident - the coming of the Mennonite 
farmers from the Crimea in 1874 to the plains of Kansas, bringing with them winter 
wheat as their contribution to American farming. Indeed, the book reads more like his- 
tory than fiction, with its detailed account of the persons involved, their struggles 
with land, elements, and the American culture. When young Ilya Palevsky settles with 
his family at Gnadenau, the Mennonite farming community outside Plainsfield, he quick- 
ly tires of the farming life and struggles against his father, who has brought with 
him his patriarchal concepts, to release himself to become Americanized and to work 
as a storekeeper. With his American friend, John Lessing, he embarks on a business 
venture of baking and selling crackers of the winter wheat which the Gnadenau farmers 
have brought to the country. The feeling against foreigners in Kansas City results 
in organized violence against Ilya, but there are American friends as well as enemies, 
and ultimately he acquires the courage to see his way to owning the biggest bakery 
in Kansas City. After a brief rivalry with an American suitor for his old girl at 
Gnacenau, Ilya wins Irina. The book is wellmeaning, solid, and dull - its theme of 
the new immigrant in the unfriendly American atmosphere struggling to find his place 
painfully emphasized. The book would seem to be more suitable for teen age readers - 
its heroes are young, and its history valid.

Schoonover, Lawrence [se Macmillan 
THE QUICK BROWN FOX $3.00 


Stick to your historical novels, Mr. Schoonover: This proof- for only as 
a caricature could one accept this “inside” picture of an advertising agency- falls 
of its own weight, having neither humor nor humanity to sustain its story. The cen- 
tral figure, a poor shadow of Marquand's Charlie Gray in Point of No Return, is 
George Russell, long-time executive in an agency where he hopes to be officially es- 
tablished as account man on a big shampoo account. But he doesn't quite know how to 
cope with the machinations of the unscrupulous bright young Bill Gray, who uses 
double dealing, liquor, sex or patter to win friends and influence people, and bids 
for his chief's job. There are other conflicting factors in his life:- a happy 
marriage which he sees threatened by a temptation to go beyond a kiss with a glamor- 
ous neighbor; a local fight over a new school in his home town in suburban Connecti- 
cut; and a catastrophic and accidental involvement in Bill Gray's messy affair with 
& beautiful model which brings his castle in the air down about his head. That it 
all comes out right for Russ and wrong for Bill is a foregone conclusion - but the 
step by step progress is a travesty on American business and American home life. 
(You can guess I did not like it.)

Borden, Mary Longmans, Green 
YOU, THE JURY $3.00 


This title was postponed for selection by the Book of the Month Club as a 
co-choice with the Hemingway. Report repeated from Page 86 of the February lst bulle- 
tin, as follows. "Was Martin Merridew a saint or a sinner or a charlatan? Barbara 
Patche, whose weakly brother, Francis, was to dedicate himself to Martin's ideals, 
tells the story of his boyhood when he had the will, but not the power, to heal, of 
the cult he founded based on poverty and love, and of the love he inspired in his 
followers. And then the scandal when he befriended Teresa, the nymphomaniac gutter- 
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snipe, the wreck his austere demands made of the romance between Francis and Kitty 
Jerridew, his sister, and the despair his disappearance caused. Barbara, now married to 
correctly critical Charles, is never able to explain to her husband Martin's tremendous ro 
appeal, and when, with the recent war, Martin is accused of treason and it is before :

A relaxed, domestic dossier on the Renton siblings, Guy, Lucy, Margery, Bar-

As 
zoologist and adventurer, the author describes the creatures of the deeps,- the muets, 
sharks, turtles; the abundance of the land,- cocoanut palm and breadfruit tree. But to 
a greater extent, the author concentrates on the life of the islands, the Mauritius and 
Sechelles, in interesting commentary on compounded yet separated racial and national 
groups, the lives of rich and poor, and chronologically the history of the colonies. 

He pictures the island natives, in sharp contrast with the Europeans, with customs that 
caused him wonder and discomfort. Here is a look at seldom reviewed areas of the world, 
given distinct flavor by the personality of the writer. Not another Carson nor Heyer- 
dahl- but hits at the fringe of that market.

day in Europe with his family preceded a final disappearance behind the Iron Curtain... 
An exciting interrogation into character and conduct, handled with style and a specula- 
tive thoughtfulness.

A certain tortured anguish runs through the images of the poems in this small 
collection of verse by Naomi Replansky. Little is known of her- she is a native New 
Yorker now living in California, and some of the verses here have been published in the 
smaller poetry magazines. They speak mostly of the agony of love and the pain of living 
in the metropolis, and there is no light, no sound of music- however distant. And they 
are not skillful enough, nor important enough, to appeal to a wide audience.

A British prison perspective which is sympathetic towards those with whom she 
shared her eight months' stay but is rather provokingly secretive about the personal 
background which led to the sentence served at Holloway. A “lidy” who "talks lovely" by 
the comparative standards of ‘the inmates, most of them case-hardened prostitutes and shop- 
lifters, Jean was at first subdued by the company she was keeping, by the indignities 
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of the clothes and food, by the prevalent loneliness and monotony of a life within walls. 
But with work replacing the tedium of a solitary life within her cell, with an enforced 
interest in the lives she shared, the weeks passed- until the transfer to Askham Grange 
ind a more liberal program which preceded her eventual release.... All in all a rather 
quiet record of misspent lives- unrepenting for the most part at leisure, with little 
that is sensational to attract the vicarious spectator.

Subtitled The Philosophy of a Lunatic, this is the personal story of a manic 
depressive, his states of ecstasy and despair,and the gradual building of an individual 
philosophy of reality. Engrossing in an intellectual rather than a sensational sense - 
for a more scientific audience than the more popular Asylum or The Mind that Found Itself 
During fifteen years of sporadic mental illness, the author wrote this book in various 
states of mind,- some while still in hospitals recovering from acute attacks, some bor- 
dering on depressive states. He tells of feeling a part of the universe- of all-embrac- 
ing good fellowship - of the loss of a sense of individuality during the “universe of 
bliss" periods, of the opposing abyss of isolation, suspicion, terror. His experiences 
parallel Jung, as pointed out by Jung in an introduction. There are parallels, too, com- 
parable to the Chinese Ying and Yang symbols, the Nietzschean, Dionysian and Apollonian 
states. He illustrates with personal examples, trying to separate illusion from reality, 
to evolve a philosophy based on what his illness has revealed to him. In so doing he re- 
views religious and literary thought concerned with the duality of the universe. Aside 
from the philosophy, the description of new realms of illness, the appendices on treatment 
in British mental hospitals, the results of the Szondi and Rorschach tests make this val- 
lable to professionals in the institutional and psychological fields, and to general 
readers with sufficient background and interest.
